Conference Decline to 
\gainst Explosive Bulle 


The Hague, July 20.—The first committee 
of the oe peace conference met 
today. Van Karnebeck, representing 
Holland, caikietaus amendments to the re- 
port, omitting the prohibition elause from 
the fi four points of Count Muravieff’s 
circular, but expressing the desire that the 
remaining three points be made the subject 
of a formal convention. A long discussion 
followed, after which the committee unani- 
mously| supported the prohibition of firing 
explosives from balloons. 


Refuse to Forbid Dumdum Bullets. 

The delegates representing the United 
States and Great Britain voted together 
against the prohibition of the use of asphyxi- 
ating gases and explosive bullets. Because 
unanimiiy was impossible, Captain Mahan 
of the American delegation declared that he 
could not modify his views. 

The American delegatés explained that 
they voted with the British delegation on the 
subject of expansive bullets because they 
did not wish to modify their objection toany 
kind of restriction upon. the production of 
war material. 

Captain Mahan and Sir Jultan Pauncefote 
finally moved the suppression of the clause 
and proposing a formal convention upon the 
uther three points of the Muravieff circular. 
This was agreed to and the amended report 
will be submitted to the full conference 
tomorrow, when it will be decided whether 
the conclusion of. a convention BT the 

isputed points is possible. | 


The 'third committee adopted the thirty- 
four articles of the arbitration scheme, with 
the exception of the five clauses. relating to 
international-courts of inquiry, which await 
the results of instructions from the Rou- 
manian and Servian governments. 


Captain Mahan Is Consistent. 

London, July 21.—The Times’ correspon- 
dent at The Hague says that Captain Ma- 
han today reiterated his argument that the 
use of asphyxiating shells wa’ far. less in- 
human than the employment of submarine 
boats and other metheds of destruction 
which are still permitted. 

According to the correspondent, Captain 
Mahan said: 

“ We would do much to seaure unanimity, 
but we cannot deny our conviction nor can 
we admit as true what we believe to be con- 
trary to reason. 

“We hold that it is better to be right by 
ourselves than to be wrong unanimously.”

PENALTY IMPOSED IN THE UTAH 
POLYGAMY CASE. 


Admission of Gullt on Part of Defend- 
ant Followed by Request of Prose- 
cuting Attorney That a Light Pen- 
alty Be Imposed—Plea for Women 
Involved — Judge Norrell’s State: 
ment—Each Case Must Stand on Its 
Merits. 


| Salt Lake, 


Utah, July 20.—[Special.]— 
Judge Norrell today sentenced Angus M. 
Cannon, who recently pleaded guilty to the 
charge of polygamy in having married State 
Senator. Mattie Hughes Cannon, to pay a 
fine of $100. Cannon's attorney said: 


Mr. Cannon unlawfully married Sarah, M. 
Cannon and Mattie Hughes Cannon. The 
defendant married Mattie Hughes Cannon in 
1882, and I think there is a distinction—a 
great one—in cases of this kind and those 
that arose before the adoption of the mani- 
festo. | 

**In the case at bar the defendant is known 
as a good citizen with a splendid reputation 
in the community. No one complains of 
being injured. It is not as though the 
Under 
these circumstances, your Honor, it. seems 
to me a light fine is all the demands of 
justice require. 

“If this was a new case I can assure the 
court I would not be here asking the court’s 
mercy. A man would not be considered a 
good man in any community were he to cast 
his wife adrift. A great many laws are 
being violatéd all the time. When they are 
some one is injured and makes complaint. 
I understand that the gentleman who made 
complaint against Mr. Cannon does not 
claim to have been injured in the least. In 
view of these facts I ask that a light fine be 
imposed. I think the prosecuting attorney 
will join with me in making this request.” 

Attorney Putnam said he could not agree 
with Mr. Ferguson in all he had said. ‘* The 
fact is, a law of the State has been vio- 
lated,”’ he said. ‘I take the age of the de- 
fendant and the circumstances into consid- 
eration, which are part possibly of the his- 
tory of the State. I do not feel a severe sen- 
tence should be imposed. Perhaps phe ends 
of justice will be just a well reached by a 
minimum fine.” 

Judge Norrell, in sentence, said: 

‘‘This casé must stand upon the facts as 
they came under the supervision of the court 
just the same as all other cases. The court 
finds that in this case the law has been vio- 
lated.”’ 

Judge Norrell said he wanted it distinctly 
understood that action in this case would 
have nothing to do with any other that 
might come e up. 


WORK OF FIREMEN IS CHEERED. 


Members be Engine 13 Distinguish 
Themselves at Wabash Avenue 
Blaze—Loss Is $26,000 


Three brave firemen clinging to the end 
of a ladder and forcing a line of hose 
through.a fourth-story window in the face 
of a sheet of flames checked a fire in Wabash 
avenue last night that for a few minutes 
threatened half a block containing the Det- 
mer, Chase, and Kimball piano and music 
stores.

DEADLOCK IN FRENCH TREATY. 


Agitation | Due ‘to Fear That American 
Will Injure European 
Workmen. 


Washington, D. C., July 20.—The Franco- 
American reciprocity negotiations have 
ag@in assumed a critical stage. and as only 
three more days remain withifi which a 
treaty can be framed under the Dingley act 
there is considerable anxiety as to the final 
success of the treaty. 

The conditions have entirely changed 
within the last few days, and whereas at 
one time the French Ambassador, M. Cam- 
bon, and the special reciprocity delegate. M. 
Charpentier, were quite desirous of closing 
the matter, it is understood they no longer 
show any anxiety in that direction. 

This is said to arise largely from an agi- 
tation which has begun in France against 
the treaty on the ground that it threatens to 
bring American goods in competition with 
French products. and to throw out of em- 
ployment many French workmen. 

An unexpected phase of the negotiations 
has developed of late. This is that the Amer- 
ican export of mineral oils, which is heavy 
to France, at present receives the minimum 
rate in anticipation of the closing of a reci- 
procity treaty, but if the treaty fails the 
French government will immediately apply 
the maximum rate.

| maROUISE DE FORTENOY’S LETTER.

King Humbert and Queen Marguerite have 
now quitted Rome for the summer ind are 
staying at Monza, their favorite home near 
Milan pending their departure for the Alps, 
the King going chamois shooting, while the 
Queen as usual! will take up her abode at her 
favorite Alpine resort, Gressoney, where, as 
every one knows, she and her lady-in-wait- 
ing wear nothing but the picturesque peas- 
ant ccstume of the district. 

With regard to all the rumors that are 
current about the dismissal of the Prime 
Minister, General Pelloux. I do not think 
that the people who start these stories are 
aware of the personal relations which exist 


1 between the General and his sovereign, and 


which weigh far more heavily in the bal- 
ance than is generaily supposed. The King is, 
above everything else, a soldier, and he has 
known General Pelloux ever since the latter 
first received his commission as Lieutenant, 
Pelloux having repeatedly been attached to 
the military department of the royal house- 
hold. In fact, tiles of the oldest friendship 


‘and military comradeship exist between the 


King and his Premier. 

Then, too, it must be borne in mind that 
Humbert is like his father before him, above 
everything else a Piedmontesc, heart and 
soul, and loves to speak what is after all 
the real court language in Italy—namely: 
the Piedmontese dialect, which is so utterly 
different from the dialects in southern Italy 
as to constitute almost an entirely distinct 
language. General Pellocux, although a 
Savoyard by birth, is by education and 
bringing up a Piedmontese and speaks the 
Piedmontese dialect much more é¢asily than 
he speaks Italian, and the intercourse be- 
tween Humbert and his Premicr is always 
carried on in this language, constituting 
another bond of union and sympathy be- 
tween the two men. 

Last week I referred in these columns to 
the increasing laxity of Queen Victoria in 
connection with her admission of divorced 
women to her court. A cursory glance 
through the list of those present at the 
last state ball at Buckingham Palace re- 
veals the presence of no less than three 
divorced women, one of them an American. 
They were Lady Blanford, mother of the 
Duke of Marlborough: Lady Pirbright, and 
the Marquise de Talleyrand-Perigord, who 


voreec husband no longer bears the title of 

Marquis, but is now known as the Duke of 
Dino, and has since married a New York 
woman.

Victoria's son- 
in-law, the Marquis of Lorne, whose wife, 
Princess Louis2, occupies a seat ‘with the 
royal folks at all state entertainments and 
official functions, whereas he has to take 
his place along with the ordinary guests. 
While his wife has a seat at thie royal supper 
table, he has to content himself with the 
buffet. 

Young Charles Gordon, who has just been 
killed through a fall sustained while endeav- 
oring when intoxicated to enter the house of 
his cousin by means of swarming up the 
water spout, wus the eldest son of Lord 
Granville Gordon and heir presumptive toé 
the Marquisate of Huntly, as Lord Huntly 
has no children and his next brother, Lord 
Esme, popularly known as “ Teapot ’’ Gor- 
don, has only a daughter.

She herself is a woman of excellent family, 
and, like the Countess Mouravieff above 
mentioned, 
grand dignitaries of the empire. 

I remember sometime ago discussing this 
matter with some Russian ladies, drawing 
their attention to the extraordinary differ- 
ence which exists between the social status 
of women of the stage in Russia with that 
which falls to their share elsewhere—Paris, 
for instance. My Russian friend accounted 
for the difference by the circumstance that 
in Russia, especially among the higher ranks 
of the dramatic profession, there is but little 
of that extraordinary luxury and extrava- 


queens of the French stage. In Russia it is 
true the managers are more liberal, and 
actresses are able to live on their legitimate 
earnings, receiving allowances for the 
dresses needed for stage purposes. But they 
live quietly and sensibly like women of gocd 
family, making no attempt whatsoever to 
emulate the tawdry splendor of the queens 
of the demimonde. What they thus sacrifice 
in luxury, they gain in social consideration 
and position, and, inasmuch as much of the 
extravagance of French actresses is 
prompted more by a desire for consideration 
than actual comfort, it is clear that the 
Russian actresses have the advantage in the 
matter. I commend this example thus set 
by Russian actresses to the notice of those of 
my fair sisters who join the dramatic pro- 
fession with the avowed object of “ elevating 
the stage,’’ the process of “ elevation ’’ fn 
their eyes taking the form of still greater 
extravagance and 'uxury in attire and mode 
of life than has been the rule theretofore.

heat, although temperatures in the North- 
west were not so high as on the previous 
day. The discount for September wheat at 
Minneapolis and Duluth, as compared with 
the price in Chicago, does not argue any 
great uneasiness over the condition of the 
crop, and the damage claims were not with- 
out flat denials from prominent grain people.

The local shipping demand had dis- 
appeared, and the milling demand, while 
fair, is not at all urgent. 

Short Corn Lines Covered. 

The people who sold corn freely on 
Wednesday were buyers yesterday. Patten 
was credited with leading in this covering 
of short lines. The market was influenced 
to some extent by wheat and to some ex- 
tent by evidences of a good cash demand. 
At the opening July and September were 
practically at a common quotation, while 
at the close the July premium was nearly 
lc. September covered a range of from 
31%c bid to 824%c. Liverpool was ec to Yee 
lower, but clearances were heavy at 627,000 
‘bu, and the seaboard confirmed an unusually 
large business on Wednesday. The Price 
Current’s references to corn’ were in line 
with private crop reports in suggesting a 
satisfactory growth and prospect of a big 
yield. Local receipts overran the estimate 
at 483 cars. The country acceptances of corn 
are light. Cash sales here were put at 550,000 
bu, and the seaboard business on Wednesday 
at 900,000 bu. 

The provision market ne not sympathize 
with the advance in grain. The price of live 
hogs at the yards was off 10c, and there 
was quite free selling by commission houses. 
The best buying was by packers. Ship- 
ments of product were fair, although some- 
what lighter than on the previous day. 
Liverpool was up on hams, making an ad- 
vance since May of 12% shillings. Western 
markets had 69,000 hogs, against 85,000 a 
year ago. 

Prices in oats were little changed, but 
there was more than ordinary activity, owing 
to the taking in of some short lines, July 
atone time was up to 24\%c, nearly over 
the day before. The close was identical 
with Wednesday's in all deliveries except 
May, which was \e higher. Receipts were 
ten cars less than the day before, with the 
estimated for today still ten cars under yes- 
terday. In detail these were 241,400 bu, as 
compared with 195,000 bu on the corre- 
sponding day last year. Clearances were 
11,000 bu. An easy but steady tone pre- 
vailed in rye. September was 52\.c bid, and 
asked all day.

William H. Merrill Jr., electr 
tional Board of Fire Underwriters, has issued the 
quarterly fire report covering fires from electrical 
causes from April 10to July 10. Detailed explana- 
tions are given of sixteen fires. In discussing the 
cases Mr. Merrill says: ‘' A four-ton load of hay 
was destroyed Sy fre caused by the ing of 
a trolley current through binding wires of hay 
while the load was passing through a subway. 
The hay was completely consumed, but the fire 
department saved the truck. A falling tree was 
the indirect cause of two fires several miles away 
and the temporary suspension of traffic on an 
electric road. The tree, in falling, carried down 
some wires of a telegraph company, crossing 
them with the trolicy wire. The heavy current 
from the latter followed the telegraph wire twenty 
miles and set fire to two telegraph switchboards. 
In both cases the fires were quickly extinguished. 

‘*The usual number of summer fires due to 
lightning discharges entering buildings over elec- 
tric light circuits is reported. roubles from the 
crossing of signa) circuits with light and power 
wires seem to be Increasing in cities where over- 
head construction is still permitted. Losses in 
such cases are principally confined to switch- 
board and transmitting instruments, and are in- 
variably aggravated by the presence of wires 
having parafine insulation, in risks where their 
use has been countenanced.
